Sundberg not only turns out a mass of detail from his 
hee in Building T-7, Room 1922; he also knows what 
ndustry is capable of doing, and who should have a 
d in doing it. Also, having been in Washington for 
ear and a half, he knows the military officials who

He can grab a phone, call a bus man in Texas, Maine, 
r California, tell him what's needed, and get it done.

This information goes 
to Sundberg, as it does to rail and air representatives. At 
one time the railroads had all the best of this, because 
cost wasn’t a prime factor and the bus industry hadn't 
been recognized for what it could do. Now it’s different, 
and, repeatedly, the bus’ flexibility and economy clearly 
indicates its choice to the Army. 

Before a job is landed, however, Sundberg may have 
to call a hurried meeting in Washington of bus company 
officials. This was necessary recently in preparation for 
handling the transportation of troops from Camp Pickett. 
Va., to Hampton Roads Port of Embarkation. Such de- 
velopments break quickly, and carriers must be ready to 
cooperate fully and promptly 

Moreover, carriers can’t afford to pick and choose 
from the business offered. They must be willing to han- 
dle the bothersome. less lucrative jobs along with the 
better ones. 

So far, by gaining 25 per cent of the entire Army 
traffic, the industry has chalked up an impressive record, 
particularly since this is confined to relatively short haul 
work. Sundberg figures a bus can do a good job for the 
Army within a day’s run, no longer. In other words, up 
to around 14 hours on the road, or a limit of about 550 
miles. But, even with this limitation, as has been demon 
strated, there remains plenty of Army traffic to go after.

How to Keep Your Cooling

@ For THE PAST TWO YEARS we have been using a rust 
inhibitor in the cooling systems of our buses with satis- 
factory results. In connection with this product we have 
developed a system, and it is this combination of the 
product and system which, | believe, is responsible for 
our good results. 

The system virtually eliminates the human element in 
servicing the vehicles with the rust inhibitor. It consists 
essentially of a 2,000 gallon tank equipped with a sight 
gage similar to a boiler gage and calibrated in 50 gallon 
scale measurements. This tank contains a mixture of 
inhibitor and water in ratio of one gallon of inhibitor 
to 150 gallons of water. One man is charged with the 
responsibility of seeing that this ratio is maintained. 

Our coaches have absolutely no source of coolant sup- 
ply other than the treated water from this 2,000 gallon 
tank. In this way we are reasonably certain that each 
vehicle in the fleet is protected with exactly the correct 
amount of rust inhibitor at all times.

Our 
ACF coaches which were put into service within the past 
two years were treated with the rust inhibitor right from 
the start and when the sleeves of these engines are re- 
moved for any reason there is no sign of rust or scale. 

The best testimony of the efficiency of the rust in- 
hibitor is gained from the accompanying photographs 
one showing an engine sleeve “BR” before rust inhibi- 
tors: the other, and it is almost unbelievable, shows a 
sleeve used in an engine treated with inhibitor. Both 
sleeves, believe it or not, were in service for approxi- 
mately the same length of time. On the sleeve used in the 
engine where rust inhibitor was used, it will be noted 
that the engine maker's part number still shows up 
plainly. 

In taking this photograph, the photographer wiped off 
the chalk-like deposit which is normally found on sleeves 
when inhibitor is used. A trace of this deposit is shown 
at the bottom of the sleeve and just above the grooves. 
It will be noted, though, that not the slightest trace of 
rust is in evidence-——proof of the effectiveness of the rust 
inhibitor in promoting better cooling.

Lf buses operated from outlying shops, 
as for example from Miami to Key West, do not 
regularly come to Jacksonville, they nevertheless are 
brought in for minor and major inspections when the 
mileage tickets so indicate. 

For ordinary maintenance service, the company main- 
tains shops at various points. For example, in Florida 
there are such garages at Miami, Orlando, St. Peters- 
burg, St. Augustine, Lake City and Tallahassee. Parts 
for replacement are furnished to these and other service 
garages by the Jacksonville shop. 

One of the major economies expected from the re- 
vamped operation at Jacksonville will be from the com- 
plete re-machining and rehabilitation of all parts and 
equipment. Nothing will be wasted in the new shop. 
When a bus has outlived ite usefulness, it will be stripped 
of ail parts and equipment. Parts that are interchange- 
able will be salvaged. 

Operation of the new Florida-Southeastern shop re- 
quires a total working force ranging from 165 to 170 
men.

A Small Operations Feature 


Pheodore Wagner believes that... 


An 
(ld Fashioned Formula 
Can Still 
Ciet Results Today 


the Wagner Service is up against the usual 


problems of the small carrier today. 


But, as Ted Wagner puts it, application 
of a “litth hard work plus sound manage- 
ment” can work wonders in solving these 


problems. 


@ In May, 1919, the Wagner Service emerged as a new 
transit carrier in New Britain, Conn. It’s fare, at that 
time, was commonplace: six cents. This month the com- 
pany marks 33 years of operation in New Britain. Its 
fare, at this time, is unique: six cents. 

Having such a low transit fare in these times is, to 
say the least, astonishing. To operate at a profit with a 
six-cent fare is more astonishing. But Theodore Wagner, 
owner and general manager of the company, has con- 
sistently made a reasonable profit throughout most of 
his years of operation. And last year, when riding was 
falling off all over, he still managed to secure a margin 
on the right side of the ledger 

This smacks a little of ledgerdemain. Actually, it’s 
nothing of the sort, according to Wagner. “There's no 
miracle here,” he says. “It's been accomplished simply 
through hard work and careful management.” There's 
nothing unusual about this formula, either, except that 
Wagner means exactly what he says, on both counts. 


Hard Work ¢ The \\ agner Service covers a three-mile 
route, has five buses in use, three more spares. Wagner 
employs five regular drivers, and two spare drivers. 
He has one mechanic, and one mechanic's helper. This 
is a small staff to handle a schedule that keeps his 
buses rolling about 18 hours a day. But Wagner, him- 
self, may be listed in several job categories. That's 
where the “hard work” comes in. 

As a long-time operative in the business, Wagner can 
drive a bus, overhaul an engine, do a paint job, repair 
a tire. So can many others in the industry; but Wagner, 
now representing management, still pitches in on any 
of these as needed. Wagner's title is general manager. 
It could, in addition, string out to include maintenance 
superintendent, secretary-treasurer, bookkeeper, stock- 
room clerk, and many other titles. 

All this, of course, means he doesn’t get much time 
off. He hasn't had a real vacation in 20 years. But, as 
he explains, it also means that he’s right on top of 
things all the time. If anything is going wrong, he’s 
on the spot to check it before it becomes a serious and 
more costly problem. It means, too, that having no 
office help or executive assistance, he doesn’t have a 
weighty payroll on the clerical and management levels. 


Everyone Pitches In © The men in the shop, as well 
as Wagner, can turn a hand to a number of things. And 
they do. Both the mechanic and his helper drive part- 
time and, in general, take hold wherever they're needed 
at the moment. Even the handy little jeep is used in 
a variety of ways. A regular Army jeep, with four-wheel 
drive, the tough vehicle can operate as a snow-plow, 
tow a stranded bus, pick up parts, save time in per- 
forming all sorts of errands. 


Emphasis on Maintenance ¢ Wagner considers pre- 
ventive maintenance as the key principle in his operating 
scheme. Each bus gets a weekly check, and any fault is 
corrected at once. This is a hard and fast rule, and it 
has paid off. Wagner is able to figure the life of a bus 
at 10 years. He now has an ACF bought in 1941; two 
Fords purchased in 1943 and 1945 respectively; a Ford 
and an ACF bought in 1946; and two GM’s and an ACF 
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purchased in 194 hese are maintained at maxi 
mum operating efficis Since five of them are almost 
constantly in use, it be any other way. This care 
extends all the way Wagner's buses, with their 
cream and marou always appeat spruce and

Now, though, for the first time in more than 30 years, 
Wagner has been forced to request a fare increase, to 
10 cents. Pressure of higher costs of labor, parts and 
supplies, plus the bite from the private car, have brought 
him to this. The Wagner route, he explains, goes from 
the center of New Britain's shopping district to the out- 
lying residential area, and he used to get a lot of 
traflic from housewife shoppers and school kids. 


The Private Car, Again e Now, more and more, 
the housewife uses the family car to shop, to pick up 
her husband, to bring the children to school, and to 
take care of all sorts of domestic chores formerly done 
by bus. And, to make matters worse, one housewife is 
apt to pick up other housewives en route to discharge 
any of these errands 

This is the gist of Wagner's problem, which is pe 
culiar to the type of neighborhood he serves. It is a 
fairly typical problem in many ways.

Calling Up Reserves 


Where reserves are concerned, there are a few gen- 
eralizations that you can make. Since intercity opera- 
tions are now essential, that fact alone will carry some 
weight in requesting delay or reversal on a recalled re- 
serve. But don’t count too heavily on it. 
Generally speaking su have to prove—aside from 
personal hardship like a seriously sick wife—that a re- 
serve would contribute more to the war effort by 
remaining in his civilian job ‘han he would by going 
back into uniform. And, where the reserve has been 
drawing pay for his inactive reserve service, this is 
next to impossible to dé 

{ny action to forestall the recall ofa reservist must 
be made immediately receipt of his orders to duty. 
e Army reservists and national guardsmen must make 
applications for delay in triplicate on “DA AGO Form 
591.” You, as his employer, should attach a letter stat- 
ing why you consider the man essential in his job, how 
long it would take to replace him, how many employees 
he supervises, and his function in the company adminis- 
tration. 
e Air Force reservists request delay from the com- 
mand calling them. Generally the same information 
is required. 
e Navy reservists must submit delay requests to the 
Commandant of the Naval District within 48 hours after 
receiving notice of recall. For Navy airmen, the delay 
request goes to the Chief of Naval Air Reserve Train- 
ing, Glenview, Ill. 


e Marines follow the same pattern as the Navy. 


Breakdown on Reserve Calls 


Here's how the individual services stack up on prob- 
able reserve calls: 
e Army: Plans to call a few reserves to make up for its 
immediate loss of National Guard personnel. About 
70,000 men will be taken from the Guard and the 


available—out of which will come the draftees and 75 
per cent of enlistments—will number no more than two 
million men over the next year. That means defer- 
ments—not easily come by up to now-—-are going to 
get even tougher. 


For Your Men 


Reserves. All ROTC graduates without prior services 
as officers are being called. 

e Navy: Plans to call relatively few reserve officers 
Current Navy needs are for trained petty officers. Such 
petty officers from the fleet reserve who have retired 
with 20 years’ service will probably be recalled. Also 
some petty officers from the organized and inactive re- 
serves. The Navy will call virtually all its ROTC gradu- 
ates who are without prior officer experience. 

e Marine Corps: Orders are now out for most reserve 
captains and lieutenants with aviation designations. The 
corps will call only a few aviation specialist 
non-commissioned officers. 

e Air Force: Calling some crew members of B-29 
squadrons for instructors. A few pilots will be called to 
fill the gap until the training program can provide 
younger men. In general, calls will be for captains and 
lieutenants only. The Air Force has been calling its 
ROTC men right along and will continue. 


Selective Service Draftees 


But, chances are that few—if any—demands will be 
made on the reservists now left in your employ. That is, 
if they have had World War II service. The real pinch 
will come in the draft of eligible men. 

During the current mobilization, Washington has left 
the drafting of men pretty much up to the local boards. 
On the premise that the members of the boards are best 
able to judge individual cases, no blanket orders have 
been handed out for deferral. 

The Department of Labor maintains a list of essential 
activities, but this list is only for advisory purposes. So, 
if the draft makes inroads on your labor force, the 
people you will have to convince are the members of 
the local draft board who call your men to duty. 

What you should do is make a survey of your em- 
ployees to determine those who are liable to be called 
under the draft. Then figure out which ones you can’t 
spare or would have a difficult time in replacing. 

Next, write the local board having jurisdiction over 
each case, showing all of the following: 

Each man’s job title; his duties and responsibilities ; 
experience and seniority; how long it would take to 
train a replacement; the training schedule for possible 
replacements; and the essentiality of your company. 

In cases involving key managerial personnel, your re- 
quest should bring out the following: 

How the man fits into the organization; his position, 
duties, etc.; length of time employed; number of em- 
ployees he supervises; outline of your business; number 
of buses, garages, shops, terminals; the area in which 
you operate; the difficulty in replacement; and how long 
replacement would take.

In other 
words, where the evidence would not sustain a conviction 
under an indictment for the crime of assault, the bus 
company is not liable in damages to the passenger.

The jury decided that the bus driver had “assaulted” 
Anderson, although the testimony did not prove that An-

derson’s person had been touched by the bus driver and 
awarded Anderson $3,000 damages. The bus corporation 
appealed to the higher court which reversed the jury's 
decision, saying: 


“It is clear from app llee’s (Anderson’s) ev idence, in- 


cluding his own testimony, that he wisely refrained from 
placing his person within reach of the kick which the bus 
driver indicated by his posture he would let fly if appel 
lee should attempt to force entrance upon the bus. The 
definition of an assault is the same, whether it is the sub- 
ject matter of a civil suit for damages for the invasion of 
private rights, or of a prosecution for crime. The sub- 
mission of an issue of ‘assault’ by the bus driver, under 
the evidence in this case, requires that the judgment be 
reversed and the cause be remanded for a new trial.” 
However, it must be realized that this court clearly 
indicated that while the bus company could not be held 
liable in damages on a suit based on assault, yet Ander-

son may recover damages from the bus company for in- 
sult, abuse or humiliation. In this respect, the higher 
court said: 

“Where a wrongful act is accompanied by insult, 
abuse or oppression, the decided weight of authority is 
that compensatory damages for mental suffering may be 
recovered, though there has been no physical injury. 
There was evidence from which the jury were entitled 
to conclude that appellant's servants, including the bus 
driver, subjected appellee to indignities, or mistreat- 
ment from which it was appellant’s duty to protect ap- 
pellee, as a passenger. The evidence was sufficient to raise 
the issue of whether appellee suffered injury to his feel- 
ings, such as humiliation, etc.” 

So therefore, while a bus company’s legal counsel may 
win a suit based on “assault” of a passenger, who is not 
physically injured, yet the bus company is liable in dam- 
ages to a passenger who suffers humiliation, insult, abuse 
or oppression through acts of a company’s employe.

le. Trackless trolleys” are buses which are moved, 
d and directed from within their own bodies by 
of individual electric motors. We believe that, in 
{ the whole phrasing and purposes of Act 115, 
motor buses’ within the sense in which that 
1s used in this particular act. It would be unfair 
ve owners of gasoline motor buses and contrary to 
spirit and purpose of the statute if ‘trackless trolleys’ 

not taxed under it.” 
For comparison see Memphis Street Railway v. Cren- 
shaw. 165 Tenn. 536, 55 S. W. (2d) 758, 759. Here the 
question was whether ‘trackless trolleys’ were within the 


general registration and licensing law that applied to all 
automobiles and motor vehicles in the state. 

The court held out that “the primary purpose of the 
law is to secure registration, largely to insure identifica- 
tion, recorded opportunity for the tracing of a rapidly 
moving class of vehicles of an itinerant, peripatetic, even 
migratory nature . If this be the primary object of 
this registration law, then it is difficult to conceive how 
vehicles, thus absolutely confined to fixed routes . . 
could be contemplated as within the objective of the law- 
makers.” 

And again see Thompson v. Georgia Power Company, 
37 S. E. (2d) 622. This case presented the question 
whether a “trackless trolley” was a “motor bus” within 
the meaning of the general automobile registration law 
of Georgia. The Court held that it was not. 

As in the Tennessee case, the Georgia court looked to 
the function and purpose of automobile registration, 
found that its function and purpose was applicable only 
to the types of vehicles commonly known as automobiles, 


and concluded that a “trackless trolley” was not an au- 
tomobile in the sense employed by the general registra- 
tion act.

ACTUAL vs PUNITIVE DAMAGES—-A reader asked : 
“What is the legal difference between ‘actual’ and ‘puni- 
tive’ damages?” 

According to a late higher court decision, actual dam- 
ages is allowable to a passenger injured through negli- 
gence of the bus driver. Also punitive damages are al- 
lowable where the testimony shows that the bus driver 
was wilfully or grossly negligent. Otherwise, no punitive 
damages are recoverable by an injured passenger. 

For illustration, in White v. Larkin et al., 224 Pac. 
(2d) 668, the testimony showed facts as follows: While 
a bus was traveling at a speed of about 40 miles per 
hour, the tie rod between the two front wheels of the bus 
became disengaged and the bus became difficult to man- 
age. The driver stopped the bus, got out and crawled in 
under and attempted to fix it. He got back in the bus and 
proceeded for about five miles when the tie rod became 
disengaged again and the bus veered to the side of the 
road and turned over in a ditch. A passenger sustained 
serious personal injuries for which he sued for actual 
damages in the sum of $74,076.63 and punitive damages 
in the sum of $25,000. 

The higher court refused to award $25,000 punitive 
damages, although it awarded the passenger $74,076.63 
actual damages.

The Commission 
accordingly determined accrued depreciation solely on 
the basis of condition per cent by the future life and 
average service life method. 

The results reached for accrued depreciation by age- 
life estimates were: (1) $28,117,414 or 38.90 per cent 
applicable to original cost; (2) $62,485,929 or 45.06 per 
cent applicable to one-year average price reproduction 
cost; (3) $58,651,536 or 45 per cent applicable to three- 
year average price reproduction cost; (4) $53,348,057 
or 44.92 per cent applicable to five-year average price 
reproduction cost; and (5) $45,753,927 or 45 per cent 
applicable to ten-year average price reproduction cost. 
The higher court upheld the Commission, and said: 

“It is thus apparent that the Commission did give 
consideration to obsolescence as an element in accrued 
depreciation. It is true that the Commission did not 
give that weight to the element of obsolescence for which 
the city contends or accept the theory of its expert. But 
here again the matter was one for the exercise of judg- 
ment by the Commission. Accrued depreciation, includ- 
ing the weight to be given to the element of obsolescence, 
is essentially a judgment figure.” 

Also, the same measures of value were submitted for 
motor coaches, as for street cars, and the Commission 
applied the same principles as were applied to street cars. 
The Commission found the motor coaches had a depre- 
ciated original cost of $319,517, including allowances 
for material, supplies and cash working capital, and that 
the depreciated reproduction cost, including similar 
allowances, ranged from $307,544, at the average prices 
for the ten years, to $385,775 for the last year. 

The higher court approved the Commission's decision.

Greyhound Pushes Extra Services 


e [HE IMPORTANCE of extra or special services as a 
ce of revenue building for the intercity carrier was 
derscored by some facts and figures revealed in Grey- 
id Corporation's 1951 annual report. The company’s 
ntinuing promotion program has resulted in the im- 
vement and expansion of many of these services over 
the past yeat 
For instance, Greyhound continues to bear down on 
expense-paid tours. And sales for these tours rose 
harply in 1951, showing a gain of 21] per cent over 
50. Along with this, the number of Greyhound travel 
ireaus in major cities edged up from 57 in 1950 to 61 
ast year. Tour activities through Greyhound’s smaller 
uzencies also upped in 1951, as a result of promoting 
sles with new tour packages and new tour features. 


Charter work, too, was up in 1951, as was Grey- 
hound’s handling of express shipments. Special bus rev- 
enues (chartered buses) amounted to $5,667,000 in 
1951, of which Southeastern Greyhound Lines contrib- 
uted $349,000, The total was $1,641,000 over that of 
1950. 

Revenues from express shipments also soared to $4.- 
968,000, up $1,100,000 over 1950. Southeastern Grey- 
hound accounted for $434,000 of the 1951 total. This 
improvement, as the others noted, shows that constant 
effort is being made to step up these services, The com- 
pany also reports that its express volume should continue 
to show an upswing, because of new limitations on 
weight and size of packages handled through the United 
States mail.

@ A MOTOR AND TRANSMISSION STAND equipped with 
various adaptors to fit different engines and transmis- 
sions is shown in the photos and sketch, Anyone with 
suitable welding and cutting equipment can duplicate 
this handy stand from odds and ends found around the 
shop. 


A piece of %@ in. boiler plate 18 by 24 in. will serve as 
a base while the upright member or pedestal is made 
from a 34-in. length of 4-in. pipe. The through shaft, in 
this instance, is the main drive gear from a Buick trans- 
mission and is used with the “high” gear from the same 
transmission. This combination will provide 19 different

positions which is more than ample to handle any and 
all operations on an engine or transmission without re- 
moving the unit until the job is completed. 

Also employed was a starter housing with ball bearing 
which will fit the case and also the main drive gear which 
was pressed into the starter housing. This was welded to 
the upright and this in turn was welded to the boiler 
plate base. To assure rigidity, three gussets were added 
and four holes punched so that the unit could be bolted 
to the shop floor with lag screws. A piece of 4% in. metal

Steel Seizure ¢ The seizure of the major portion 
of the steel industry by the President in order to 
forestall a strike raises issues of particular interest 
to management the bus industry. 

This is especially so in view of the apparently 
determined eff if steel industry management to 
by all legal means, and to obtain 
ation of the legality and the legal 
consequences of such drastic action. While attention 
is currently focused upon whether the President has 
the power lawfully to decree such seizure, it may 
reasonably be anticipated that other legal battles are 
in the offing

For example, there are the matters of “just com- 
pensation” to steel ownership, should seizure of the 
industry be protracted; the validity and enforcibil- 
ity of any labor settlement affected during seizure, 
upon the return of the industry to private operation;

liabilities arising during the period of such seizure. 


Nothing New e Government seizure and operation 
is not new to the bus industry. Under the laws of 
several states, the constitutionality of which is pres- 
ently uncertain, governors are empowered to seize 
and operate public utilities including local bus prop- 
erties when their continued operation is threatened 
by strike. Among a number of others which have 
been seized and operated one or more times under 
these laws are Public Service Co-ordinated Trans- 
port in New Jersey, Kansas City Public Service and 
Virginia Transit. So far as is known to the writer, 
in these and other bus company seizures neither 
ownership nor management insisted upon a judicial

The latter company was seized and operated by 
the state from April 30 to Dec. 11, 1950, and its 
annual report for 1950 states: “It is sufficient here 
to say that the novel and important questions in- 
volving liability for taxes, injuries, etc., during the 
period of state seizure, possession and control, may 
require long litigation for final determination; and, 
as indicated, various of the accounts and figures 
herein shown are subject to the outcome of that 
litigation.” 


Settlements Refused ¢ More particularly, for 
example, the company refused to make settlements 
relative to any accidents which occurred during the

period of the seizure on the ground that the com- 
pany was not operating the properties and the oper- 
ators were state employees; federal social security 
taxes accruing during such period were paid under 
protest and claims for refund filed; state social se- 
curity taxes were not paid; and certain general and 
administrative costs were also paid under protest. 

The litigation thus begun under the initiative of 
a management determined to protect and clarify its 
legal rights may still be in process or may have been 
practically resolved short of judicial determination 
by an attack on the constitutionality of seizure law. 


Some Legal Problems e Whatever results may 
have been produced or may develop from such ac- 
tion, it illustrates some, but by no means all, of the 
legal problems incident upon government seizure 
and operation. 

The concept of “just compensation” in seizure 
cases received the attention of the U.S. Supreme 
Court last year in the Pewee Coal Company Case. 

In that case, the federal government on May 1, 
1943, had seized most of the nation’s coal mines 
to forestall a strike. Following the period of seizure, 
Pewee Coal Co. instituted action to recover for the 
total operating losses sustained during the seizure, 
about $36,000. The Court of Claims determined that 
such seizure constituted a “taking” of property, en- 
titling the company to compensation. However, the 
court rendered judgment in favor of the company 
for an amount only slightly in excess of $2,000. The 
latter sum was found by the court to be the only 
portion of the total operating loss attributable to 
government operation of the Pewee property. Pewee 
Coal Co. did not appeal from his decision, but the 
government got a review by the Supreme Court. 


Decision Upheld e The latter, by a 5-4 decision, 
affirmed the Court of Claims. One majority justice 
said that government “supervision of a losing busi- 
ness for a temporary emergency ought not to place 
upon the government the burden of the losses in- 
curred during that supervision,” concluded that gov- 
ernment liability should be limited to losses attribu- 
table to seizure and operation by the government. 

Under that latter view, would losses attributable 
to wage increases granted by the government after 
seizure and against the opposition of private owner- 
ship be losses directly attributable to governmental 
act and therefore a government liability in comput- 
ing “just compensation” for the temporary taking?

with department stores to provide buses and schedules 
helpful to shoppers. 

“I do know that Mr. Babson has acquired a block of 
stock in the company,” Thoma said. “He has been invited 
to become a director. With the holdings he has, he has 
the right to have representation on the board.” 

Maybe nothing startling will come from Babson’s 
entry into the transit field. Chances are, though, consid- 
ering his background, that something will come of it. 

Babson has been described (in Current Biography) 
as “The man who has made more money out of statistics 
than anyone else in the United States.” 

Time says of him: “[Babson is] a combination of 
Yankee piety and shrewdness.” 

Now 71 years old, he’s a graduate of Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology and the holder of six honorary 
degrees. Around the turn of the century he interested 
himself in public utilities as a seller of and speculator in 
utility securities. 

Later, he began publishing Babson Reports for finan- 
ciers, forecast stock market swings. One of his triumphs: 
he hit the market nose dive of 1929 on the nose. 

His business interests have been varied, ranging from 
paper towels to fire alarm boxes. 

In 1940 he ran for president on the Prohibition ticket. 
He's an author, a lecturer, amateur gardener, cartogra- 
pher and stamp collector.

Legislation: Advice For Sawyer 


Secretary of Commerce calls on industry for help 
on legislation in the transportation field 


e Commerce Secretary Charles 
Sawyer has called on industry for a 
60-member Transportation Council to 
advise on transportation policy. 

First meeting of the council was 
held in Washington on April 29. 

Secretary Sawyer’s idea is to get 
a reaction from industry on transpor- 
tation legislation, for and against. 
Some industry men in Washington 
feel it’s just another Commerce De- 
partment step to bring all transpor- 
tation activities under the Secretary 
of Commerce. 

And a lot of people are wondering 
if that doesn’t mean more government 
supervision and control of all forms 
of transportation. 


The new Transportation Council is 
made up of six air transportation 
men; six from inland waterways; six 
from ocean shipping; six from rail- 
roads; 12 from shippers; six from 
the trucking industry; and 15 “at 
large” representatives, only one of 
whom is from the bus industry. 

Bus representative is Arthur M. 
Hill, chairman of the Greyhound Corp.

president. 

The secretary hopes that the coun- 
cil will advise him on legislation now 
pending as well as matters requiring 
legislation. Supposedly, he would rep- 
resent the entire transportation in- 
dustry before Congress.

He told 60 or so 
accountants they should aim for “few- 
erfication and simplification” of re- 
ports. And he may have given them 
something of a shock when he said 
that, “Unlike lawyers and engineers, 
accountants seldom become execu- 
tives in the transit field,” because, by 
the nature of their business, they look 
backward at where their companies 
have been, rather than forward to 
where they are headed. 

Records and reports, he added, 
should be used for interpretation and 
projections. Too few accountants do 


that, he said. 


But the way to keep reports sim- 
ple and to make them useful, Dittmar 
said, is through Standard Pars. 

“Standard Pars is merely a collec- 
tion of ratios accepted by the transit 
industry as standards of good per- 
formance.” It can turn executives and 
accountants around and give them a 
vision of that pool of profits they 
missed while looking over their shoul- 
ders at past records and reports. It 
reclassifies and regroups the cost fac- 
tors of transit under headings that 
executives, supervisors, operators, 
mechanics and union leaders can un- 
derstand, Dittmar said. 


Nine Categories e Then he broke 
transit accounting down into nine 
categories from which, he warned, ac- 
countants should not deviate, at the 
risk of ruining the Standard Par pro- 
gram. The nine: 

Gross Operating Revenue; cost of 
executive, administrative and super- 
visory personnel; cost of secretarial,

A MESSAGE TO AMERICAN 


Some Things Are 


INDUSTRY * 


ONE OF A SERIES 


WORSE THAN STRIKES 


This editorial which appears in McGraw- 
Hill publications was written just prior to 
the resignation of Charles E. Wilson as 
Director of Mobilization. The principle it 
discusses is of basic and continuing im- 

portance in our struggle to maintain eco- 
nomic and personal freedom in America. 
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It is to be hoped that the managements 
of the steel industry will resolutely resist 
the efforts of the national Wage Stabili- 
zation Board to force them to establish 
the union shop in their plants. In essence, 
the union shop means compulsory union 
membership. 


They should resist not because of any fi- 
nancial advantage to the owners of the indus- 
try. There would be none. They should resist 
out of a decent regard for those ideals of 
our country which we are now fighting in 
Korea to protect. Moreover, their resistance 
would, as a matter of fact, benefit the leaders 
of the organized steel workers by protecting 
them from the certain and bitter fruits of 
their “victory” in getting the government to 
impose the union shop on the steel industry. 
Their successful resistance would also pre- 
vent Premier Stalin and his co-workers from 
enjoying a hearty laugh at our expense. 


Fun for the Russians 

This is why the Politburo would find the 
establishment of the union shop in the steel 
industry, at the behest of the Wage Stabili- 
zation Board, so profoundly amusing. We are 
fighting in Korea because we believe that 


armed aggression, promoted by Russia, men- 
aces our freedom. And we are spending hun- 


dreds of billions of dollars here at home for 
armament to protect our freedom at other 
danger points. When this rearmament pro- 
gram is threatened by a crippling strike, the 
federal government through its Wage Stabili- 
zation Board proposes to buy off the threat 
by plowing under a vital element of that free- 
dom which we are trying so desperately to 
preserve. 

When the union shop is adopted through 
voluntary agreement, as it has been in cases 
covering millions of workers, it deeply under- 
cuts the freedom of the individual. To hold 
his job he is required to join the union and 
support it financially whether he wants to or 
not. In the case of such voluntary agreement, 
however, the government takes no direct 
part in thus destroying the freedom of its 
citizens. It is essentially a private transaction. 


Tyranny is the Word 

But in the steel case the federal government 
becomes a party to a direct attempt to im- 
pose the union shop. Instead of protecting its 
citizens in their right to earn a livelihood, the 
government forces certain of them to join and 
support a private organization which they 
have clearly indicated they do not want to 
join. This they must do to hold their jobs. 
Tyranny is the accepted designation of gov- 
ernment coercion of this kind. 

It may be objected that the Wage Stabiliza- 
tion Board merely recommends the union 
shop, does not order it. This was also true of 
the action recently taken by a President’s 
Emergency Board, which also “recommend- 
ed” that working agreements between the 
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railroads and about a million non-operating 
railroad employees include a provision for 
the union shop. A government recommenda- 
tion, however, can easily be given much of 
the force of an order, particularly by the call- 
ing of a strike to “uphold the hand of the 
government.” 

It seems entirely clear that in trying to 
impose the union shop on the steel industry 
the Wage Stabilization Board has completely 
lost its bearings. It was set up to handle labor 
problems to tide over an emergency. Now it 
comes up with a revolutionary modification 
of labor relations in the steel industry which, 
if adopted, would become a permanent part 
of the institutional machinery of the industry. 


“Teo Much Like Hitler’’ 

Early in World War II an effort was made 
to have the federal government order the 
union shop for a group of organized coal min- 
ers. President Franklin D. Roosevelt, who 
will go down in history as one of organized 
labor's greatest champions, blocked it. 
“That,” he said, “would be too much like the 
Hitler methods toward labor.” But now, with 
supreme irony, the federal government fos- 
ters this Hitlerlike method toward labor os- 
tensibly to advance our conflict with Stalin. 

In persuading the Wage Stabilization Board 
to sponsor the union shop for steel workers, 
there is every reason to believe that the union 
leaders have trapped themselves. If the gov- 
ernment imposes the union shop, a next step 
clearly becomes necessary. This is govern- 
ment regulation of the union in order to pro- 
vide a modicum of protection for the minority 
that would be forced by the government to 
join against their will. It could be that for a 
time the government would ignore this obli- 
gation. But, having granted the union the 
power to eliminate the minority, it would 
sooner or later be forced to regulate the use 
of that power. Thus free collective bargain- 
ing and freedom itself would be the losers. 


An Issue of Basic Principle 

Resistance to a government-sponsored 
union shop for the steel industry is bound to 
bring harsh denunciation both from the ad- 
ministration and union leaders who have 
teamed to back it. Not only does the union 
shop relieve the union leaders of the problem 
of recruiting members, it also eliminates a 
group of workers that they stigmatize as “free 
riders”—namely, those who work for compa- 
nies which have a working agreement with a 
union but do not join the union. In the basic 
steel industry about 10 per cent of those who 
work for companies with union agreements 
are not members of the union. Such a small 
percentage of non-members is obviously no 
threat to the “security” of the union, although 
that is what the drive for the union shop 
ostensibly is designed to protect. 

In the reporting of the present labor dis- 
pute in the steel industry virtually all of the 
attention has been focussed on the handling 
of the issue of a wage increase and how large 
it should be. This, to be sure, is vitally impor- 
tant. Mobilization Director Wilson has said 
it is “a serious threat to our year-old effort 
to stabilize the economy.” But certainly of 
comparable importance is the tremendous is- 
sue of principle raised by the government’s 
backing of the union shop for the steel 
industry. 


If the position of the Wage Stabiliza- 
tion Board on the union shop prevails, 
our government will have blunted the 
arms we are forging to fight for our free- 
dom abroad by undermining a major 
bulwark of our freedom right here at 
home. At this critical time in the struggle 
to preserve and protect our freedom such 
a subversive course should be resisted to 
the limit.

The fluorescing ma- 
terial is non-toxic and non-corrosive, 
and therefore has no harmful effect 
either to individuals or equipment.
